But this is our town, and everyone here is our 
neighbor, in whom we have an interest. For that reason we want 
to urge them to do a lot of sound, sober thinking before putting 
their money into the stock market.

able nation, I resign with satisfaction the appointment accepted 
with diffidence; a diffidence in my ability to accomplish so arduous 
a task, which, however, was superseded by a confidence in the rec­ 
titude of our cause, the support of the supreme power of the union, 
and the imtronage of Heaven.” 
Other more familiar passages from his speeches and writings 
will bear like testimony, that some of these new pictures of George 
Washington are caricatures, not |>ortraits.

Washington may be found some place between Weems of the 
Nineteenth century and and Rupert Hughes of the Twentieth.

No amoun t of cultural care will re­ 
place sun shin e! 
This highly Impor­ 
tan t truth should n ot be overlooked 
in selectin g the location for the vege­ 
table gard en an d In arran gin g the 
crops, d eclares Mr. Bin kley. 
Ex po&ure to Sun shin e. 
Careful 
con sid eration 
should 
be 
given to the n umber of hours of ex ­ 
posure to sun shin e each d ay. 
As a 
rule, foliage crops such as lettuce 
an d spin ach d o fairly well in partial 
shad e, but should have n ot less than 
three hours of sun shin e per d ay. 
Plan ts which ripen fruit, such as 
tomatoes, require more sun shin e, an d 
should have a min imum of five hour« 
of sun shin e d aily.

d iarrhea, fo aming at the mouth, andj 
abd omin al pain s. 
Paralysis, particu* 
larly o f the hind quarter» , may result, 
fo llo wed by coma and death In fro m 
fo nr to ten ho urs. As small a quantity 
as three po unds may pro v e fatal to a 
cow while a lesser amo unt may result 
In the d eath of a sheep o r a ho g.

'ibis tremen d ous an n ual tax on the 
plan t prod uction of tin * stale might 
he greatly red uced by the proper ap­ 
plication of kn own method s of con ­ 
trol. 
The method of con trol to be em­ 
ployed for a given In sect pest of 
fun gus d isease must be d etermin ed 
by the n ature an d habit« of the en ­ 
emy an d by the character of the crop 
attacked . Plan t« can seld om be cured 
of d isease.as are men an d an imals; 
they must be protected from the n t- 
tack. 
If stakin g in sects are to be 
con trolled , somethin g must he n ppticd 
that will kill when It bits them; If 
bitin g Ittsccts are to be combated , the 
fruit an d foliage of the plan ts must 
be sprayed or d usted with a poison 
that when eaten will d estroy the pest.

In selecting tile 
ire for the vege­ 
table garden this spring, care should 
be taken In locating the garden on 
soil that Is well supplied with plant 
j food, advises A. M. Binkley, associ­ 
ate professor of horticulture at the 
Colorado Agricultural college. 
Soil Is Important. 
Good soil Is essential to a success­ 
ful garden, lie says. 
It Is often pos­ 
sible to select a site a little distance 
from the house that will yield better 
results, 
with 
less 
labor, 
than 
one 
closer to the house with unfavorable 1 
soil. 
As a rule, though, It Is desir­ 
able to have the garden fairly close 
to the house. 
A sandy soil, on land that slopes 
gently to the south is desirable, for 
generally It will! “warm up* early 
and enable the gardener to plant and 
harvest early crops. 
Good drainage is very desirable. A 
good 
fence 
around 
the 
garden 
is 
often Indispensable for protection of 
the crops from farm animals, includ­ 
ing poultry. 
No amount of cultural care will re­ 
place sunshine! 
This highly Impor­ 
tant truth should not be overlooked 
in selecting the location for the vege­ 
table garden and In arranging the 
crops, declares Mr. Binkley, 
Exposure to Sunshine. 
Careful 
consideration 
should 
b e' 
given to the number of hours of ex­ 
posure to sunshine each day. 
As a 
rule, foliage crops such as lettuce I 
and spinach do fairly well in partial 
shade, but should have not loss than 
three hours of sunshine per day. 
Plants which ripen fruit, such as 
tomatoes, require more sunshine, and 
‘Should have a minimum of the hours 
of sunshine daily.

This tremendous annual tax on the 
plant production of the state might 
he greatly reduced by tile proper ap­ 
plication of known methods of con­ 
trol. 
'lhe method of control to be em­ 
ployed 
for a given Insect pest of 
fungus disease must tie determined 
by tin* nature and habits of the en­ 
emy and by the character of tile crop 
attacked. Plants can seldom be cured 
of disease as are men and animals; 
they must bt* protected from the at­ 
tack. 
If sucking insects are to he 
controlled, something must be applied 
that will kill when It bits them; if 
biting Insects are to be combated, the 
fruit and foliage of the plants must 
be sprayed or dusted with a poison 
that when eaten will destroy the pest. 
Prevent Diseases. 
Many fungus diseases are prevent­ 
ed by spraying the plants before the 
disease appears, with a mixture de­ 
structive to the fungus but 
harm­ 
less to the plant. 
The poisons that 
destroy fungi are seldom effective 
against insects, and hence we have 
fungicides

Ma­ 
chines of tills kind, which can be

These 
added uses of the huller help to keep 
It busy, cutting down Its cost per hour 
of operation and lessening the expense 
of making a more valuable feed out of 
the oats crop. 


Canary Grass Valuable 
for Protein Content 
The fellowing is taken from a write­ 
up of the work being done at the 
Waseca substation In Minnesota. It 
appeared in the 
Milking 
Shorthorn 
Journal: 
“Another interesting experiment Is 
with fellai is grass, or canary grass. 
This grows in sloughs and wet places, 
yielding IO tons to tile acre of grass 
that has as high protein content as 
alfalfa. 
It roots 
like 
quack grass, 
growing from the shoots as well as 
from seed. If the experiment shows 
that the grass has everything claimed 
for it by farmers in the county that 
have grown it, there seems a consid­ 
erable future for canary grass. The 
prospect of a Minnesota farmer get­ 
ting his wet land caught with grass 
yielding ten tons to the acre of grass 
as nourishing as alfalfa, is even worsa 
than getting his good land seeded 
with alfalfa, this is always having to 
be cut when he has other farm work 
to do.” 


Tillable Areas Favored 
for Increasing Pasture 
Various 
methods 
of 
obtaining 
a 
stand of sweet clover on permanent 
pasture land have been tried during 
tile past few years. 
These include 
very liberal liming—four tons of lime­ 
stone per acre—pins disking before 
seeding, sowing on late snows or frost 
cracked soil, spading small areas to 
serve as centers of seed distribution, 
and various fertilizer treatments.

Ohio Farmers Walk Many 
Miles in Doing Chores 
The Ohio farmers walk an average 
of 99 miles a month in doing their 
chores according to tests made by the 
rural economics department at Ohio 
State university. To make this test 
pedometers were worn by the farmers 
while doing chores. Of two farmers 
with exactly the same 
number of 
horses and cows and approximately 
Hie same number of pigs, one farmer 
walked 135 miles a month and tho 
’other farmer 49 miles. The difference 
was caused by the relative conveni­ 
ence of the farmstead and facilities 
for watering and feeding the stock, 
'i lie water pall proved to be excellent 
equipment for Inducing the farmers 
to walk great distances.

They gorge themselves, develop 
s extreme thirst accompanied by severe 
diarrhea, foaming at the mouth, aud 
abdominal pains. 
Paralysis, particu­

followed by coma and death in from 
fonr to ten hours. As small a quantity 
as three pounds may prove fatal to a 
cow while a lesser amount may result 
In the death of a sheep or a hog.

The common distances 
recommended are as follows: Apples, 
85 feet apart each way; peaches, 21 
feet apart each way; cherries, 21 feet 
apart each way; plums, 21 feet apart 
each way; grapes, 8 feet apart in a 
row that Is 15 feet from the last row 
of tree fruits; blackberries, 8 feet 
apart in rows 8 feet apart; raspber­ 
ries, 8 feet apart in rows 8 feet apart; 
strawberries, 2% to 8% feet apart In 
rows 4 feet apart.
